Ther? wis a1s9 a two~e': or mecienl orderly whom we enlled Sic epy - 
he usec t» beat the sick anc force thon t> work. Diarrhoea or 
Cysontery wis nothin? at all to the Japs - it wos not a reason for 
not working. Anything at 911 wronz with the stomach was no cxcuse 
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r reason for staying away from the work. Once they know you hand 
ny of those thines, you cither zot bashed or went to work. They 
were terribly severe? on those sicko sses. A mon woule have prett 
bac clarrhoen and have to go to the lnvatcry 14 or 15 times a ‘Jay | 
anc the Dutch Coector rizht decide to put him in hospital, and 
this Sleepy or sore oth: r tee orcerly would counterand the order,’ 
Thoy would @o ati ening to keep you from fond. There is a Sig in |; 
this camp - Bob MeIlvwraith (I an not suro of the spelling) who 
had cysentery quite often there, He hae it pretty well right 
throush. He was told one lunch time not to hive anythine to cat; | 
but he naneceae to ext sonecthine when the Jans were not lookin: 

I was in hospital ot tho time, and MeTlwraith was there o1so. 

When the Japs founc he was enting ho wos pulled out of his bunt 

by this Sleeny, who took him out anc ¢id hin over properly. I 
Con't think there wis a man in the enmp who at one tine or another 
wis not beaten by Sieepy. 


One chip we erlted Black San, 1 Dutchman, got 28 days for selling , 
two Jap raineonts, anc ho wns ent in the euard house curing the 
ridéle of the winter They took his clothes way from hin every 
nisht. He got fod three ‘eo-balls a day ana was beaten cay and

On-one ocension the entire camy wis varadee for two successive 
nithts boeavse sore writing in Enelish Wis Palen vercec on the 
lavatory walls. Shovriff onc a nan namec Donald Lynch put then- 
selves in to try to ect the rest of us cut of it. Lynch later was, 
punch-crunk fror the beltinzs they enve hims he ended up, shortly ; 
afterwares, by falling out of his two-tiered bunk and injuring 

his spine -r his neck ane he @atcd about two days inter. He was 
never quite th: same after that terrible bcating. 


We never hac sufficient recicil supplies. Half the time there was: 
nothing %% all. if the men had hac proper care anc proper ford j 
the great maj: * the ceaths would have been avoided. One 
chap nared “ussets was in hospital ane was cown for light cuties; 
he hae Cing Th ean baviy. He eet worse evory day. He was a big 
fellow an’ ect Thaw to avout 43 kilos. He got very weak in the 
hespital, wo Cays before he ciec this Sleepy cot him out and 
beat him ané wis 2sine to mike him zo to work, At the tine this 
chap was too weo.k to fersd hinsei?.

an lot anc Lwns not norritteda by the vap aati to so underer ound

{3eatings there were pretty com-on. This wis the worst carn I was 
ever in fcr Ciscipline sevcrity. Foot wos off anc on. The 
quarters were pretty terrible, Mosquitoes, buzs ane lice would 
just about enrry you off the bunks. “fen eoulc net sleep. There 
w1s a lot of siclmess there. The Jans there usec to force the 
sick ren to work - only a fow ren thore were actuilly in hos»vital.

.t the camp. 

Onee at camn No. 27 the Japs put on an exhibition boating. 

wore tw: \merieans - one ha’ heen caught with half a punpkin and 
the other was cauztht oickins uo a ereen persimmon. One ~f then 
wis callee The ops the cthor Anerican wis Chief Petty Officer 
Daniolls. Back from work the ren were first of 211 put into tho 
cuarchouses thon it was announced that there was to be a camp 
yarade at 7 otelock, The parnco wos enllec, ane the Jnps lined 
the sen up. They placed two tables ut in front of us, onc ifn 
front of the ather. There also was 1 Dutchman with the two 

‘rerio ans, °ver sorething in revzard to fooc, The three men were 
brought out; there wis in interpreter there also, The canp cone 
rancer eame ane sto on one of the tnbles. The men one by one 
were enllec over t» hir. They were store on the other table in 
front of the ean ecomrancer, He turned anch one round t> face usd 
The internreter snie what the charze wos. The camp comrandcer 

tolc him thot the punishent wos something, anc this was repeated 
to us by the interpreter. I saw The \iop zet three days on half 
rations in the <«unrchouse. He wos alse benten. The ernp con- 
mander unbucklec his svorthelt, rolled his sleeves un, anc 
preened himself, Then Danicls was benten. When each ron e7uld 
not stane any loncer, two sunrds were called and hel? each one up 
The eanp cormancer thon kieked each man off the table. Daniclls 
aot about fivo or seven cays in the vtanrehouso, This happened 
only a few Coys before the war finishecs; if the war hac gene on | 
much Lonzer 1 lot more mon woule hive cise after their terrible 
heatines. Tho “en eive cut of the guorchouse each morning at 
about halfpast six an¢é then taken back agnins they were not even 
allowee to wash. It wos nothing for the vunrds each nizht to go 
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in one Seat them t> ston thon roinz to slice!
